GREETINGS: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
you are hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabitants 
of said Town, qualified to vote in elections and in Town 
affairs, to meet in the Town Hall in said Whately, on Mon- 
day, the sixteenth day of February next at 11:30 in the 
forenoon, then and there to act on the following articles: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose by official ballot all necessary 
Town Officers for the ensuing year: Moderator, Treasurer, 
Town Clerk, one Selectman for three years, one Assessor 
for three years, one School Committee for three years, two 
Library Trustees for three years, one Cemetery Commis- 
sioner for three years, Auditor, Tree Warden, Elector under 
Will of Oliver Smith, and two Constables. 


ARTICLE 2. To raise and appropriate such sums of 
money as may be considered necessary to defray the ex- 
penses of the town for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 38. To see if the Town will authorize the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of 
the financial year beginning January 1, 1959, and to issue 
a note or notes therefor, payable within one year, and to 
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renew any note or notes as may be given for a period of 
less than one year, in accordance with Chapter 44, Section 
17, General Laws. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote that the 
Selectmen be authorized to prosecute and defend all suits 
that may be brought in behalf of, or against, the town, and 
employ counsel for same.

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Selectmen's Report 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


As required by the statutes of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, we present herewith our report on the activi- 
ties of the year 1958. 


The matter of winter roads — snow removal and sand- 
ing, has become a major problem in recent years, and has 
been especially important in 1958. It has been necessary 
to use considerable Chapter 81 money to do this work, which 
depleted our maintenance funds to a serious degree. Con- 
sequently we have been unable to do the amount of perma- 
nent work which is desirable. We recommend that more 
money be appropriated for winter roads in 1959. 


Under Chapter 90 Construction, the so-called Briggs 
Bridge at the Hatfield town line was finally completed, in- 
cluding the north approach which was built by our own 
highway crew. Due to “extras” allowed by the Dept. of 
Public Works to the contractor, insufficient funds remained 
to complete the approach satisfactorily, required some 
Chapter 81 money to make a suitable job, again reducing 
available maintenance funds. Final contractor’s bill is still 
awaited. 


The project on River Road was completed, except for 
tidying up, with 1957-1958 Chapter 90 money. In accord- 
ance with town meeting edict, this job was let out to bids. 
Your board does not feel that the distance covered was as 
much as could have been accomplished by our own forces, 
and considerable money was diverted from local people, 
and we do not recommend that this type of work be let out 
to contract in the future. Bills for only the 1957 portion 
of the contract were received in 1958, but we are assured 
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by the B. P. W. that the final figure will be within our 
alloted funds, despite some “extras” allowed. 


It is our desire to complete the approximately 400 ft. 
of poor road remaining at this point, then transfer to Hay- 
denville Road, widening and resurfacing the stretch from 
the Pound to Chestnut Plain Road in 1959. We expect that 
$11,000 will do both these jobs, the town’s share to come 
from the Chapter 718-1956 state grant, no tax money to 
be needed. Our 1959 Chapter 90 funds have been limited 
to $11,000 by State and County. 


The purchase of a new International dump truck was 
accomplished after thorough investigation of the equip- 
ment bids received. Due to the troubles we have had in 
the past with other makes of trucks, we did not accept the 
lower bids, feeling that the International was the best buy, 
and our summer and fall experience has confirmed our judg- 
ment. All our trucks are now equipped with snow plows 
and should carry out the winter work very satisfactorily. 
We are not planning any equipment changes this year. 


No comment seems necessary about the other depart- 
ments under our supervision, as reports of the various 
agencies are self-explanatory.

There are very few places where appropriations can 
be cut, and some where they must be increased. Schools 
must increase teachers’ salaries to conform to the new State 
law and the Regional School increases have been explained 
in detail at the budget hearing in November. 


The State and County cut our Selectmen’s request for 
a $12,000 allotment for Chapter 90 Construction to $11,000. 
Our share of this is recommended to be taken from the bal- 
ance of Chapter 718—Acts of 1956 State Highway grant, 
if approved by the State. 


At the time of our meeting, we were unable to recom- 
mend what amount should be taken from “free cash’’ to 
reduce the tax rate. This will be determined in advance of 
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the town meeting. There will, without doubt, be some in- 
crease in the tax rate, but we will hope to keep it at a mini- 


mum. 


The usual recommendations for town officers’ salaries 
are made herewith. No changes in salaries are made here- 
in, despite some specific requests for officers involved. How- 
ever, some lower estimates, based on recent experience, for 
hourly-paid officers bring the total a little less than last year.

Following my usual custom, I will omit a detailed list- 
ing of deposits in several savings banks and bonds in the 
vault of the First National Bank of Northampton. Such 
listings, as well as detailed tabulations concerning the Tax 
Collector’s and Treasurer’s receipts and payments appear 
elsewhere in this report. 

I have examined the bonds and savings bank deposit. 
books in detail and found them correct and up-to-date. 

The Tax Collector’s books have been carefully exam- 
ined and all totals verified and cross-checked with the Treas- 
urer’s accounts and found in good order. 

The Collector has collected and paid to the Treasurer 
the sum of $101,297.58 during 1958. In spite of a larger 
commitment, uncollected taxes remain at a comparatively 
low figure. 

All receipts of the Treasurer have been examined and 
carefully compared with vouchers from State and Federal 
agencies, payments from town officers, County payments, 
income from Trust and Investment funds, and other sources 
of revenue. These were found to be true and accurate. 

Selectmen’s orders drawn in the amount of $213,163.07 
were paid by the Treasurer in 1958. 

By verification of the balance on deposit in the First 
National Bank of Northampton and actual count of the 
cash in the hands of the Treasurer, I find that the Treasur- 
er had on hand and due the Town of Whately the sum of 
$79,160.58 on Dec. 31, 1958.

Report of Public Health Nursing 
Advisory Committee 


To the citizens of Sunderland, Whately and Ashfield : 


I hereby submit my tenth annual report of the Public 
Health Nursing Advisory Committee. 


Three meetings were held, two of which were in Whate- 
ly and one in Sunderland. Routine business and the 1959 
budget were discussed. 


The resignation of Mrs. Carol Sluter, who served one 
and a half years, was accepted with regret. During the 
interim while a regular nurse was being sought, Mrs. Jo- 
vita Hart, registered nurse, of Whately assumed the duties. 
Our grateful thanks to her is hereby acknowledged. 


On March 24 Miss Jacqueline Galvin of Norwood 
assumed the duties in the district and with the exception 
of three weeks’ absence during which she was married and 
a short period of illness she has faithfully been on duty. 


In the fall Mrs. Horton requested an increase in salary 
to bring it more in line with her profession. An increase 
of $300 was granted, bringing her maintenance salary to 
$3,000 in these three towns. The Conway school committee 
has assured me she will receive an increase there. The sal- 
ary apportionment there aids us in — avoiding a slight tax 
raise. 


The committee wishes to remind all towns that the 
nurse is on duty daily from 8:00 A.M. to 4:30 P.M. Mon- 
day through Friday. Unless circumstances beyond her con- 
trol oceur she is in the Sunderland office from 8:30 to 9:30, 
telephone NOrmandy 5-4414, to receive calls. After that 
she is making home and school calls. It is very evident that 
she cannot be in the office all day and perform her many 
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duties. We also hope that people refrain from calling her 
at her home. 

The $1.25 fee is payable when the nurse’s calls are com- 
pleted unless patients are eligible for free care under Old 
Age Assistance. This fee is considered very reasonable in 
view of $3.00 charges made by many visiting nurse asso- 
ciations. : 

Your attention is called to Mrs. Horton’s report, one 
of which is under the school section of your town report. 


Personally, I wish to thank :all who assisted in the well- 
child clinics and to the members of the committee who have 
responded to my “emergency telephone meetings.”

Adult polio clinics were held in each town during the 
early part of this year. 407 adults received booster doses 
of Salk vaccine. There was an excellent response to im- 
munization clinics for pre-school and school children, with 
282 children receiving diphtheria, whooping cough and 
tetanus vaccine. 


Well Child Conferences were held in Ashfield, Conway 
and Whately during the summer. Dr. Merrit B. Low and 
Dr. William R. Buchanan were attending physicians. 199 
pre-school children were examined. 
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The number of morbidity visits have decreased slightly 
in comparison to former years. This decrease has allowed 
more time for a broader and more thorough School Health 
Program. 


Since the school enrollment has increased to a total of 
680 pupils, I found it necessary to spend more time with 
the school children to complete the various health examina- 
tions. 


In conclusion, I wish to express my thanks to Mrs. 
Dorothy Strippe, all teachers, parents and volunteer work- 
ers who have been so cooperative during the year.

The report of the librarians is in itself a report of 
progress and we cannot add much to the information it con- 
tains. 


We think, however, that too much emphasis cannot be 
placed on the value of the library to the community, espe- 
cially to our youth, as indicated by the use of our facilities 
for school reference work and general reading. Many stu- 
dents from other towns also find our library is of great 
value to them in preparing school papers. 


Favorable publicity has been received from many 
sources as indicated in the librarians’ report, and we feel 
that we have an exceptional library for a town of our size. 


Most of this value is due to the ability, courtesy and 
helpfulness of our two librarians, and we cannot speak too 
highly of their work. And we would like soon to recognize 
their value by a moderate increase in their salaries. 


Our funds are quite inadequate to build up our services 
as will be noted by the overdraft in the year 1958, which 
was covered by a transfer by the Finance Committee.

1958 was a banner year for the Library with a total 
circulation of 16,416, an increase of 2,395 over 1957 and 
10,947 over the Library’s circulation in 1952. Books bor- 
rowed by our younger readers totaled 6,481, 1,868 more than 
in 1957 and 4,909 more than in 1952.

Superintendent-Principal’s Report 


To the members of the Frontier Regional School District Committee: 


Herewith is presented the annual report of the Frontier Regional 
School. On August 1, 1958, I assumed my duties as the second Super- 
intendent-Principal of Frontier Regional School succeeding Mr. Daniel 
Alvino, who resigned to accept another position. My report attempts. 
to summarize the activities of both administrations. 


In order to strengthen classroom teaching, we have organized 
subject-matter teachers into specific departments and appointed de- 
partment heads to supervise. This move should result in a closer 
understanding and continuity in the learning process. Appointments 
thus far are: 


English Department Mrs. Alice Spindler, Chairman 
Social Studies Department Mrs. Hazel Davis, Chairman 
Mathematics Department Mr. John Frigard, Chairman 
Science Department Mr. Daniel Sullivan, Co-ordinator 


Subject matter teachers meet regularly under the direction of 
their respective department heads and discuss such matters as curri- 
culum development, text books and materials selections, etc. 


An active Parent-Teacher Association has been formed at Fron- 
tier Regional School this year and it appears that this organization 
will do much to further school-community relations throughout the 
years. To date the total membership numbers 116 and meetings are 
held in the school the second Wednesday of each month. The elected 
officers are:

On November 15, 1958, the Future Farmers of America, Frontier 
Chapter, was host to the annual Officers’ Leadership Training School 
for Western Massachusetts. The F.F.A. is an integral part of the 
program of Vocational Education in Agriculture. 


The physical education program has advanced with all senior 
high school students required to participate three hours weekly and 
all junior high school students required to participate two hours week- 
ly. Emphasis is placd on “physical fitness” and commendations have 
been received from the Department of Education, Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. Much of the success of the program is due to the 
efforts of physical education instructors, Miss Viola Goodnow and 
Mr. John Edgar. 


The guidance program at Frontier Regional School is becoming 
a part of every student’s school experience. The aim of the program 
is to assist the learner to acquire sufficient understanding of himself 
and of his environment to be able to utilize most intelligently the 
educational opportunities afforded by the school and community. The 
problem of guidance arises from the fact that an immature but grow- 
ing individual with a unique combination of abilities and limitations 
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is confronted with a complex and everchanging environment. Guid- 
ance used to be regarded as an effort “to see through Johnny and to 
see Johnny through.” The emphasis today has shifted to an effort 
“to help Johnny see through himself and to see himself through.” 
It seeks to assist each student to choose, and make satisfactory pro- 
gress in, those activities which will contribute most to his develop- 
ment, individual happiness, and social worth. 


CONCLUSIONS 


At this time, I wish to extend my sincerest appreciation and 
gratitude to the School Committee and School Personnel for their 
cooperation since my appointment.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


Richard S. Hannum, Chairman

Dear Mr. Hannum: 


This is my eighteenth consecutive yearly report of its 
kind, covering items of interest and including important 
data concerning Whately’s schools during 1958 and out- 
lining certain prospects for 1959. It is presented under 
appropriate headings : —

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Besides the foregoing listings of pupils in day school 
attendance, some adults attend various Evening Practical 
Arts courses in other localities with their tuition fees paid 
from your school budget. 


No changes in teaching personnel occurred during 1958 
in Whately schools, nor in the School lunch staff or janitor. 
The room-per-grade arrangement started a year ago last 
September is a blessing, in my belief. 


SUPPLIES, EQUIPMENT AND FACILITIES 


Books and Supplies are instructional “musts”; and they 
are kept adequate. During 1958 we changed to new Eng- 
lish Language texts published by American Book Company, 
following an extensive study by a Union-wide curriculum- 
study committee of teachers; — other studies involving the 
Arithmetic, Science, and Social Studies are in progress. 


In Supplies, they are plentiful, and obtainable without 
difficulty, — tho’ there still remains a queer war-time “hold- 
over” ruling that we have to sign exemption forms to obtain 
automatic pencil-sharpeners. 


Equipment is adequate, — for basic use; but definitely 
not the best. One classroom only is equipped with modern 
movable pupil furniture, and that of the arm-chair type 
and not the desk-and-chair; the other classrooms all have 
the old obsolete ‘‘fixed” type desks and seats, though they 
are mounted on blocks or cleats for movability. As soon 
as possible, those old type desks and seats should be re- 
placed. We have purchased two new teachers’ desks this 
year, — one at each building; the old ones were in bad con- 
dition after many years of service. 


Our facilities are generally good — lavatory, etc., — 
within the buildings. One very fine project that has been 
accomplished is in the complete change-over of our fire- 
prevention equipment, conducted by you and Fire Chief 
Graves and the electrical work done by Fay Bardwell. 
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Transportation facilities have improved, with one of 
the smaller busses being replaced by a larger vehicle. Since 
three of the contracts expire next June, your Committee 
plans a study of the several routes prior to re-bidding. 


EDUCATIONAL COSTS 


The 1958 total appropriation for schools, $50,817.00 is 
offset in great part by there having been DUE the Town 
of Whately, in reimbursements, the total amount of 
$24,309.61, —or approximately 48 percent. Similarly, the 
1959 Estimate’s total of $52,785.00 will be offset by a DUE 
total of $24,670.76, figured very conservatively, — or to the 
extent of some 47 percent. 

It will be noted that I state those reimbursements are 
DUE the town, — I am notified of the various amounts so 
certified by the State Department of Education; but I have 
no knowledge of their actual receipt. 

There is an increase of $1,968.00 in the 1959 Estimate 
over the 1958 School Budget Appropriation total, — or 3.87 
percent. The largest single item change is in Teachers’ 
Salaries, to allow for an “across-the-board” increase of 
three hundred dollars for the regular full-time teachers 
and for other proportionate adjustments, — all caused by 
the need to revise our former minimum salary rate of 
$3,300.00 per year to the new minimum of $3,600.00 estab- 
lished by Law. 

Accordingly, Whately’s new salary scale for full-time 
teachers starts at a minimum of $3,600.00. No provision 
has been made in the 1959 Estimate for further ‘‘across- 
the-board”’ increases; but last Spring a $4,000.00 minimum 
was voted in the Massachusetts State House of Representa- 
tives, and was lowered to $3,600.00 by action of the Senate. 
This year BOTH houses are of the same political party 
emphasis; and my guess is that further adjustments in 
teachers’ salaries will be forthcoming. 

My own retirement (next July first) has brought a 
slight increase in the ‘Supt. & Office Expense” item, in- 


hd, 


cluding a brief salary increase for me, and provision for 
my successor. It should be noted that Whately is reim- 
bursed some $745. yearly towards a Union Superintendent’s 
salary. 

Another costly item is that of Vocational Tuition. I 
have been notified that there will be a 1959 increase in 
Smith’s Agricultural School’s charges, from the present 
$350. to $450. per pupil per year, — for example. 


MISCELLANEOUS DISCUSSIONS 


The Need for Substitute Teachers is a serious one. I 
urge Whately-resident women who have had teacher-train- 
ing, with or without actual teaching experience, to contact 
me for consideration of this highly-important service. 

The Minimum Entering Age into Grade One is FIVE 
YEARS NINE MONTHS as of October Ist, with excep- 
tions only via proper psychometric testing, and between 
that age and three months younger. 

Evening Practical Arts: — Whately has not operated 
its own courses of this type heretofore, but has simply de- 
frayed the tuition costs of adults who have enrolled in such 
courses in other localities. Conway and Sunderland, in con- 
trast, have conducted their own in the Town Hall and school 
buildings, respectively; and Deerfield has offered courses, 
using Frontier Regional High School’s space and facili- 
ties, — which actually are available to the other Union 
towns. I had hoped that Frontier would take over the 
offering of E.P.A. courses for residents of the four 
towns, — an obviously-logical move, since it is supported 
by all four, and since it has space and facilities and teach- 
ers available. Such an arrangement would do much to pre- 
vent what happened last Fall, when some courses could not 
be offered by two of the towns for lack of enough en- 
rollees, — had they been offered Union-wide, I have no 
doubt that the courses could have been held successfully. 
I regret that Frontier has decided to make no such move 
at present. 
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The School Lunch Program: — This, after several suc- 
cessful years of operation, continues to be a most important 
school asset. During 1958, incidentally, it was visited by 
a delegation of foreign visitors as a good example of a small 
program in which food is prepared in one center and two or 
more schools then supplied. I was delighted to have Mrs. 
Beaudry and Mrs. Parzick return to work on the program 
last Fall. 


Health: — I wish to commend the work to date of Mrs. 
Jacqueline Horton of Shelburne Falls, who replaced Mrs. 
Sluter as District and School Nurse. Our schools are served 
most competently by Dr. Rice and Mrs. Horton, as Physi- 
clan and Nurse respectively; and I believe a distinct con- © 
tribution is possible, in this all-important topic of Health, 
by a decision made last Spring by your Committee, — to 
establish a new group called THE WHATELY SCHOOL 
HEALTH COUNCIL. 

This Council’s function is essentially to consider any 
or all problems of Health as they involve the schools of 
Whately, and to make reports and/or recommendations con- 
cerning those problems to the Whately School Committee. 
It’s membership consists of one member from each of the 
Whately P.T.A., School Teachers, and School Pupils, — to 
be appointed by vote of their respective groups; and to in- 
clude the School Lunch Manager and the School Nurse. 


CONCLUSION 


Next July First, when I retire from public school ser- 
vice in Massachusetts, I shall have completed eighteen and 
a half years here in this Union. I offer my grateful thanks 
to you and to the very many others who have contributed 
in any way towards whatever success I have enjoyed in 
furthering the well-being of our schools and their pupils 
throughout those years.

I herewith submit my annual school report. 

The music program for the first six grades must be of 
broad concept. 

First, there must be an awareness and understanding 
of the symbols of music found on the printed page. The 
process of transferring those symbols into vocal or instru- 
mental use is necessary for band, orchestra and chorus par- 
ticipation. 

By using audio-visual aids, music classes are provided 
a means of learning to discern that which is good in music. 
Last year, with the Greenfield Symphony providing the 
area with music of ‘‘The Carnival of the Animals’, schools 
of this Union were given opportunity to explore this music 
by listening to records. 

Since it is enjoyable, and above all so easy, for young 
people to sit and watch a film or to listen to a fine record- 
ing, let us, as music educators, never forget that to be effec- 
tive, a music program must also have active participation 
by the class. 

It appears to your supervisor, that classes of this 
Union have an awareness of music and derive pleasure from 
participation in their music activities. This is due largely 
to the Superintendent, School Committee members, Princi- 
pals, Teachers and Parents of the schools of this town. For 
this spirit of cooperation I am sincerely grateful.

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Report of School Nurse

Dear Mr. Osborne: 


I herewith submit my report as school nurse for the 
towns of Conway, Sunderland and Whately. 


Two hundred eighty-five school visits and thirty-three 
visits to the homes of school children were made during the 
year. 


Required health examinations were done by Dr. Louis 
S. Boeh in Conway and by Dr. Kenneth H. Rice in Sunder- 
land and Whately. Routine weighing and measuring of the 
children and the annual vision and audiometer tests have 
been completed. Parents were notified of defects and im- 
pairments. 


Dr. Richard A. Mahoney conducted a dental survey in 
each school during the spring. The results show that a 
very large percentage of the children have been receiving 
needed dental care. 


One hundred seventy-eight pre-school and school chil- 
dren attended the immunization clinics for diphtheria, 
whooping cough and tetanus injections. 


Four school children from this area attended Green-. 
field Health Camp for three weeks during the summer. 
Each child seemed to benefit a great deal from the experi- 
ence. 


It is hoped that a series of health movies will be shown 
in each school, beginning in the early part of next year. 
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The movies, covering many aspects of health, will be sched- 
uled once a month for the remainder of the school year. 


In conclusion, I would like to thank you, Mr. Osborne, 
Mrs. Steinert, the School Physicians and all of the teachers 
and parents who have been so cooperative in helping me 
to carry out the school health program.
